On March 1, 1793, congress passed 
a law providing that the presidential 
electors must be chosen within 34 
days preceding the first Wednesday 
in December. On January 23, 1845, 
this was amended to read the “Tues- 
day following the first Monday in No- 
vember.” The act of March 1, 1793, 
also* fixes the day of voting in the 
electoral college as the first Wednes- 
day in December. The date for the 
opening and counting of the electoral 
votes in congress was set for the 
second Wednesday in February. 

It is obvious that these dates were 
piaced at intervals no further apart 
than conditions of communication at 
that time made necessary. From 
the selection of the electors until the 
date of their meeting in each state 
was but a month or so, Two months 
later, after the votes had _ been 
brought to the capital, some of them 
from points many hundred miles 
away, tfey were counted. Shortly af- 
ter that act the president took his 
seat. 

Today there is, of course, no need 
of all this delay. The electors could 
be chosen, the college could cast its 
vote, and the president-elect take his 
seat, all within one month. But, as 
people, we clung to the old customs, 
for no other reason than the respect 
they have gained by their antiquity. 
Like our British friends, we are loath 
to cast off usages of the fathers. So 
it is not improbable that presidents 
elect will have to wait, in the fu- 
ture as in the past, four months be- 
fore assuming the important duties 
to which the people have called them.
